Observe that th® an­ 
cient Scott, along with the Teutonic 
races, were at the nighest because 
of their regard for the name of their 
women. 
The youths of our time, surround­ 
ed as they are with pitfalls and temp­ 
tations, do not throw on the brake 
their 
passions

No 
amount of brain power can save 
them. 
With all of our boasted civilization 
we have not yet reached that stand­ 
ard of intellectuality that character­ 
ized the old Greek and Roman. The 
great 
philosophers of Greece and 
Rome were as much above the great- 
1 
men of our time as our great 
men are above the common people; 
and yet their government, their in­ 
stitutions and their civilization were 
destroyed 
it was a lack of char­ 
acter and not intellect 
by which 
they lost their inheritance. It 
re­ 
quires much discipline, many hard­ 
ships of self denial on the part of 
the student to develop them into 
manhood and womanhood. 
Tilt* el iticism I would make upon 
lit' 
higher educational 
institutions 
of the state is lack of discipline 
both in the faculty and the student 
body. The faculty must first be dis­ 
ciplined so that each subaltern will 
know his place, and then the pupil 
must be disciplined, if the best work, 
mentally and morally, is to be done 
by these institutions. 
I here is another 
criticism 
that 
goes to all the higher institutions of 
every state with which I am ecquaint- 
ed, and that is too frequent change 
of the faculty. They are injured again 
by too much consideration for .relig­ 
ious creed and party politics of the 
teacher. 
When politics creep into our ed­ 
ucational institutions it is growing 
indeed rampant, just as a government 
becomes corrupt when its courts are 
corrupted. The first officials to be 
corrupted in government is the exec 
utive branch; 
then the legislative 
branch, and, last, its judiciary. When 
this happens the government is, as 
shown by all history, in the last 
stages of corruption and boodle, and 
so w’hen politics is considered in the 
election of teachers our educational 
institutions have reached the inclined 
plane which will inevitably result in 
the toboggan slide of moral and in­ 
tellectual advancement.

DR.KING’S NEW DISCOVERY 


Washington, 
April 
lo.—Senator 
Gore Introduced a resolution in the 
senate 
today 
requesting 
President 
Taft to disclose to the senate the con­ 
tract pending for his approval be­ 
tween J. F. McCurray and others and 
the Choctaw and Chickasaw Indians 
for the disposal of the segregated 
coal and other lands of the Indians 
in Oklahoma. Senator Gore also asks 
President Taft to transmit the order 
of former President Roosevelt, reject­ 
ing or disallowing the contract which 
was submitted to him. The text of 
the resolution follows: 
Senator Gore’s Resolution. 
Be it resolved by the senate. That 
the president of the United States be 
requested, if not incompatible with 
public interest, to transmit to the 
Senate a copy of any contract or 
agreement now pending or hereto­ 
fore either before him of his prede­ 
cessor between 
the 
Choctaw 
and 
Chickasaw tribes of Indians, or the 
authorities of said tribes, and J. F. 
McMurray and others, in relation to 
the sale of the seggregated coal and 
other lands belonging to said tribes 
together, with all letters, telegrams, 
documents and other data, if any, on 
file either .in the Department of Jus­ 
tice or in the Department of the 
Interior respecting such contract, to­ 
gether 
with 
the order of 
former 
President Roosevelt rejecting and dis­ 
allowing said contract or the legis­ 
lative acts upon which it was pre­ 
dicated.” 
Wants Fair Deal fur Indians, 
I want to see the Indians get a 
fair deal,”* said Senator Gore to The 
News correspondent. “That is the ex­ 
tent of my interest in 
the 
matter. 
There are over 
4,000,000 
acres 
of 
lands involved, of which the coal 
alone might be worth $50,000,000 or 
more. I understand that there is a 
syndicate which may offer $30,000,000 
for the coal. Everybody wants to see 
the lands opened for settlement, and 
there is now pending a bill which I 
introduced seeking to put these lands 
on the market under conditions which 
will secure their settlement by home­ 
steaders. In regard to proposed Mc­ 
Murray contract, the resolution is 
plain and speaks for itself.” 
Lawyers Have Coit raft. 
The contract which is pending be­ 
fore President Taft and which, ac­ 
cording to Senator Gore’s resolution, 
was 
ejected by President Roosevelt 
is a contract between the Choctaw 
and Chickasaw Nations and the firm 
of Mansfield. McMurray & Cornish 
and Cecil A. Lyon of Texas, where­ 
by the law firm and Col. Lyon are 
to sell and exploit all of the allotted 
property of the two tribes, for which 
they are to receive a commission of 
IO per cent of all of the proceeds 
from the sales and exploitation. They 
are to pay out of this commission 
all expenses of handling the property 
for the Indians. As near as can be 
learned the contract is now before 
President Taft for his consideration 
and approval or rejection. 
In response to a request for a 
statement Mr. 
McMurray 
said 
to 
night. 
“Yes, I have contracts 
with 
the 
Choctaw and Chickasaw people look­ 
ing to the disposition at an early 
date of all of their undivided prop­ 
erty. Every Choctaw and Chickasaw 
citizen has received an allotment out 
of their public domain of 320 acres 
of average land. This would give a 
family of five 1,600 acres of average 
land of the country. The Choctaws 
and Chickasaws think it is better for 
them to sell their common holding, 
divide the money per capita and use 
that to improve their individual al­ 
lotments. The tribes still own more 
than 4,000,000 acres of land, deduct­ 
ing ail individual allotments. Their 
plan is to sell these lands in small 
bodies, the agricultural land not ex­ 
ceeding 160 acres to one person and 
the grazing land not exceeding 640 
acres to one person. They realize that 
the mountain lands must be sold in 
large bodies, and think it is best to 
sell ail of those lands to the Unit­ 
ed States government. It is* their de­ 
sire to sell the coal in large tracts 
to any person or corporation w’ho 
has the money to pay for it. They 
want to cut the surface of the seggre­ 
gated coal and asphalt lands in small 
tracts and sell it at once to settlers. 
The Indian citizens and the white 
citizens of Oklahoma are equally in­ 
terested in carrying out this policy. 
’’There has been no secrecy about 
these contracts. I supposed that al­ 
most every citizen in the Choctaw 
and Chickasaw Nation knew about 


as with many other Senators and 
Congressmen. 
When 
I 
first 
began 
making the contracts I lodged a copy 
of the same with the secretary of the 
Interior for his information.”

Tishomingo, Okla­ 
homa: 
I read your announcement as a 
candidate for governor of Oklahoma 
some time ago and have been reading 
some of your past history. I have 
never met you but once and that was 
at the state meeting last August of 
the Farmers’ Union in Shawnee and 
shook hands with you. Now, Brother 
Murray, I am not much ,of a writer 
and no speaker, but will say this 
much, that you may spit upon the 
carpet if you want to, and I am with 
you and will do all I can for you. 
But understand, I am neither a re­ 
publican nor a democrat, but I want 
to vote for the man that I think 
will consider the farmer and labor­ 
ing man as a living being with a 
soul, not just as a machine to wear 
out their lives for the benefit of oth­ 
ers, and I can assure you there are 
lots of people in our county that is 
of the same notion. 
I hope to meet you before the pri­ 
mary in August. If I can be of any 
benefit to you write me. 
Hoping to grasp your hand in the 
near future, I remain your for good

1909 crop had advanced about 4.5c 
per pound of seed cotton, or about 
$19.57 per acre. A profit of $8.97 per 
acre is thus indicated for the 1909 
crop, or nearly three tim es the profit 
of the 1908 crop on a very much 
sm all yield. The profit per pound of 
seed cotton on the sam e basis, would 
am ount to 2.06c or nearly four tim es 
th at of 1908. 
In the spirit of prognostication let 
us suppose the crop of 1910 produces 
a yield per acre of 600 pounds, about I 
equal to th at of 1907, and th at the 
ratio of the cost holds good and that 
the price does not fall below 4c per 
pound. This is by no m eans a violent 
assum ption. W ith good preparation of 
the land, intelligent and

Holdenville, Ok., April 
13.—Fully 
1,000 people stood in a cold drizzling 
rain in this city to hear the last 
words of the doomed negro, John 
Black, as he stood upon the gallows. 
The negro *walked from the jail and 
ascended the steps of the scaffold, 
guarded by two officers. 
He came 
forw ard and spoke for nine m inutes, 
in which tim e he told of the killing 
of J. p. Stephens, two m iles south 
of this city, last October. He said 
the shot was fired accidentally, his 
only purpose being to get money. He 
said th at God had forgiven him and 
he begged forgiveness of everybody. 
He then said good-bye, and at 1:27 
Sheriff King sprung the trap that 
broken the negro’s neck. 
A ttending

Black dead in eight m inutes. 
The rope th at broke Black’s neck 
was the sam e th at has been us»*d by 
the state for five other executions 
since statehood, the last being that 
of Alf H unter. 
Declines to Interfere. 
G uthrie. Ok.. 
April 
15.—Governor 
H askell refused to interfere in the 
case of John Black, hanged at Hold­ 
enville, today, for the m urder of J. 
P. Stevens. Oct. 14 last. By early mail 
the governor received a letter from 
Father Paul J. Gillen of Holdenville, 
conveying a request of the condem n­ 
ed man for cuiftm utation of the death 
sentence to life im prisonm ent. F ath ­ 
er Gillen added a statem ent dictated 
by Black, who said th at he pleaded 
not guilty at the trial, later, however, 
confessing to the crim e, and saying 
th at he would have entered a plea of 
guilty had he not feared mob vio­ 
lence. 
Black said th at the verdict 
was rendered in the night tim e, at 
dem and of a mob, and th at any other 
verdict 
would 
most 
probably 
have 
resulted in a lynching. The evidence 
presented at the trial, Black insist­ 
ed, was only circum stantial. He said 
the m urder of Stevens was accident­ 
al. as only robbery was Intended. 
F ath er Gillen asked the governor 
to give his reply as early today as 
possible, so th at in event the re­ 
quest was refused he would prepare 
the man for death. The governor tel­ 
ephoned the father that he saw noth­ 
ing in the statem ent th at justified 
interference.

That Wm. H. Murray can intelli- 


gently discuss the philosophy and 
science of education is a fact indel- 
bly written upon the minds of those 
who heard him last evening. One 
night think strange that an individ- 
ual who is just entering upon a 
strenous and momentous campaign 
for the highest office of a great state 
could throw mind and soul into a 
subject so profound and handle it to 
the satisfaction of an intelligent au- 
dience of teachers, students and cit 
izens, but Mr. Murray did it and dif 
it well.

With all of our boasted civilization 


we have not yet reached that stand- 
ard of intellectuality that character- 
ized the old Greek and Roman. The 
great 
philosophers of Greece 
and 


Rome were as much above the great- 
est men of our time as our .great 
men are above the common people: 
and yet their government, their in- 
stitutions and their civilization were 
destroyed—it was a lack of char- 
acter and not intellect by which 
they lost their inheritance. It 
re- 


quires much discipline, many hard- 
ships of self denial on the part of 
the student to develop them into 
manhood and womanhood. 


The criticism I would make upon 


the .higher educational institutions' 
of the state is lack of discipline 
both in the ifaculty and the student- 
body. The faculty must first be dis- 
ciplined so that each subaltern will, 
know .his place, and then the' pupil 
must.be disciplined, if the best work, 
mentally and morally, is to be done 
by these institutions. 


There is another 
criticism 
that, 


goes ,tp all the higher institutions of 
every, state with which I am ecquaint- 
ed, and that is too., frequent change 
of the.faculty. They are injured again 
by too much consideration for,relig- 
ious creed and party politics of the 
teacher. 


When politics creep into our ed- 


ucational . Institutions it is growing 
indeed rampant, just as a government 
becomes corrupt when its courts are 
corrupted. .The first officials to be 
corrupted, in government 'is the exec- 
utive; branch; 
then the .legislative' 


branch, and, .last, its judiciary. When 
this happens the government is, as 
shown by all history, in the last- 
stages, of-corruption and boodle^ and 
so when politics is considered in the 
election of teachers our educational 
institutions have reached the inclined 
plane, which will inevitably result in 


lands involved, of which the coal 
alone might be worth $50,000,000 or 
more.

In regard to proposed 'Mc- 
Murray contract, the resolution is 
plain and speaks for itself."

The contract which is pending be- 


fore President Taft and which, ac- 
cording to Senator Gore's resolution, 
was rejected by President Roosevelt 
is a, contract between the Clioctaw 
and Chickasaw Nations and the firm 
of Mansfield, MCMurray & Cornish 
and Cecil A. 1 Lyon of Texas, where- 
by the law firm and Col. Lyon are 
to sell and exploit all of the allotted 
property of the two tribes, for which 
they are to receive a commission of 
10 per cent of all of the proceeds 
from the sales and exploitation. They 
are to pay out of this commission 
all expenses of handling the .property 
for the Indians. As near as can be 
learned the contract is now before 
President Taft for his consideration 
and approval or rejection.

The Choctaws 
and Chickasaws think it is better for 
them to sell their common holding, 
divide the money per capita and us,e 
that to improve their individual al- 
lotments. The tribes still own more 
than 4,000,000 acres of land, deduct- 
ing all individual allotments.. Their 
plan is to sell these lands in small 
bodies, the agricultural land not ex- 
ceeding 160 acres to one person and 
the grazing land not exceeding 640 
acres to one person. They realize that 
the mountain lands must be sold in 
large bodies, and think it is .best to 
sell all of those lands to the Unit- 
ed States government. It is' their de- 
sire to sell • the coal in large tracts" 
to any person or - corporation 
who

of Producing Cotton 
in 
Oklahoma, 


Crop of 190S," is the subject of an ar- 
ticle by F. W. Gist in the report of 
the Oklahoma State Board oC Agricul- 
ture for 1908, just out. Mr. Gist is 
special agent for the United States 
Department of Agriculture, and has 
tor the past two years investigated 
this subject and, in both instances, 
given his conclusions to the State 
Board of Agriculture for use in the 
statistical reports. 


The conclusions reached concern- 


ing the two crops, 190S and 1907, are 
shown in the following summary:

It will be noticed that the differ- 


ence between the cost of producing 
an acre in 1908 and 1907 is exactly 
equal to the difference between the 
cost of picking an acre in the two 
years; in other words, the difference 
in cost. But while the difference in 
cost is thus explained the difference 
in profit is not. The profit per acre 
in 1907 was $9.53, while in 1908 it 
was only $2.76, a falling off of 71 
per cent; while the yield per acre 
for 1907, 177 pounds, fell to 14S in 
1908, a decrease of only about 20 per 
cent.

on the crop-of 1909, not yet entirely 
marketed, we are led to some tenta- 
tive estimates on the result of that 
crop. 


Estimated Yield for 1909. 


The yield of the 1909 crop has been 


estimated 
at 
something 
like 
135 


pounds of lint or 485 of cotton seed 
per acre. Assuming that the cost of 
living in 1909 was approximately the 
same per hundred as in the "two 
years preceding, or about 83c, and the 
other items of cost were practically 
the same, the cost of producing and 
marketing the crop of 1909 was in 
the neighborhood of $10.60 per ac.-e. 
The price received thus far for the 
1909 
crop had advanced about 4.5c 


per pound of seed cotton, or about 
$19.57 per acre. A profit of $8.97 per 
acre is thus indicated for the 1909 
crop, or nearly three times the profit 
of the 190S crop on a very much 
small yield. The profit per pound of 
seed cotton on the same basis, would 
amount to 3.06c or nearly four times 
that of 1908. 


In the spirit of prognostication let 


us suppose the crop of 1910 produces 
a yield per acre of 600 pounds, about 
equal to that of 1907, and that the 
ratio of the cost holds good and that 
the price does not fall below 4c per 
pound. This is by no means a violent 
assumption. With good preparation of 
the land, intelligent and energetic 
cultivation, the use of well-selected 
seed of good type and with careful 
gathering and judicious marketing, 
surely 600 pounds of seed cotton is 
not too large a yield in Oklahoma, 
and this would raise the receipts to 
$28, while the cost 
of production 


ought not to exceed $14, allowing fo>- 
the extra cultivation necessaiy to 
produce thnt yield

The 
act of 1909, amendatory of our pri- 
mary election lawi requires that only 
the candidates shall sign their ap- 
plication to have their names printed 
upon official ballots. Section :!27S 
Snyder *1909 Compilation of our stat- 
utes prescribes what is 
essential 


in this application and since the old 
petition law of 1907-08 was again re- 
pealed by a special act of the spec- 
ial session of 1910, ttiere should be 
no confusion as to what is essential. 
Xames cannot bo legally printed up- 
on ballots except in compliance with 
said Section 327S. 


Candidates should also remember 


that they are required, under penalty, 
to file with the county election board 
at the time they make theic an- 
nouncement, a statement as to who 
is authorized to expend money for 
them, if anyone, and if no one, then 
they should so state. They must also 
keep, during their 
campaign, and 


file at the close of same, a detailed 
statement as to their expenditures, a 
severe penalty being prescribed for 
failure to comply with this provis- 
ion."

The evidenc 
presented at the trial, Black insis 
ed, was only circumstantial. He sai 
the murder of Stevens was acciden 
a!, as only robbery was intended.

family of five 1 600 acres of aveiage 
land of the country The Choctaws 
and Chickasaws think it is better for 
them to sell their common holding 
divide the money per capita and us,e 
that to improve their individual al- 
lotments The tribes still own more 
than 4 000 000 acres of land deduct- 
ing all individual allotments 
Their 


plan is to sell these lands In small 
bodies the agricultural land not ex- 
ceeding 160 acres to one person and 
the grazing land not exceeding 640 
acres to one person They realize that 
the mountain lands must be sold in 
large bodies and think it is best to 
sell all of those lands to the Unit- 
ed States government It is their de- 
sire to sell the coal in large tracts 
to any person or corporation who 
has the monej to pay for it They 
want to cut the surface of the seggre- 
gated coal and asphalt Tands in small 
tracts and sell it at once to settlers 
The Indian citizens and the white 
citizens of Oklahoma are equally in-

Crop of 190S," is the subject of an ar- 
ticle by F. W. Gist in the report of 
the Oklahoma State Board of Agricul- 
ture for 1908, just out. Mr. Gist is 
special agent for the United States 
Department of Agriculture, and has 
tor the past two years investigated 
this subject and, in both instances, 
given his conclusions to the State 
Board of Agriculture for use in the 
statistical reports. 


The conclusions reached concern- 


ing the two crops, 190S and 1907, are 
shown in the following summary:

It will be noticed that the differ- 


ence between the cost of producing 
an acre in 190S and 1907 is exactly 
equal to the difference between the 
cost of picking an acre in the two 
years; in other words, the difference 
in cost. But while the difference in 
cost is thus explained the difference 
in profit is not. The profit per acre 
in 1907 was $9.53, while in 1908 it 
was only $2.76, a falling off of 71 
per cent; while the yield per aero 
for 1907, 177 pounds, fell to 14S in 
190S, 
a decrease of only about 20 per 


cent. 
The price received per pound 


of seed cotton in 1907 was 
3.47e, 


while in 1908 it was only 2.85c, a 
decrease of 17 per cent.

on the crop -of 1909, not yet entirely 
marketed, we are led to some tenta- 
tive estimates on the result of that 
crop. 


Estimated Yield for 1909. 


The yield of the 1909 crop has been 


estimated 
at 
something 
like 
135 


pounds of lint or 485 of cotton seed 
per acre. Assuming that the cost of 
living in 1909 was approximately the 
same per hundred as in the " two 
years preceding, or about 83c, and the 
other items of cost were practically 
the same, the cost of producing and 
marketing the crop of 1909 was in 
the neighborhood of $10.60 per aC'-e. 
The price received thus far for the 
1909 
crop had advanced about 4.5c 


per pound of seed cotton, or about 
$19.57 per acre. A profit of $8.97 per 
acre is thus indicated for the 1909 
crop, or nearly three times the profit 
of the 190S crop on a very much 
small yield. The profit per pound of 
seed cotton on the same basis, would 
amount to 3.06c or nearly four times 
that of 1908. 


In the spirit of prognostication let 


us suppose the crop of 1910 produces 
a yield per acre of 600 pounds, about 
equal to that of 1907, and that the 
ratio of the cost holds good and that 
the price does not fall below 4c per 
pound. This is by no means a violent 
assumption. With good preparation o: 
the land, intelligent and energetic 
cultivation, the use of well-selected 
seed of good type and with careful 
gathering and judicious marketing, 
surely 600 pounds of seed cotton is 
not too large a yield in Oklahoma, 
and this would raise the receipts to 
$28, while the cost 
of production 


ought not to exceed $14, allowing fo>- 
the eitra cultivation necessaiy to 
produce that yield

that they are required, under penalty, 
to file with the county election board 
at the time they make theic an- 
nouncement, a statement as to who 
is authorized to expend money for 
them, if anyone, and if no one, then 
they should so state.

statement as to their expenditures, a 
severe penalty being prescribed for 
failure to comply with this provis- 
ion."

John Black Tells How He Killed Han 


Wlioiri He' Only Intended to1 


Bott. 


Holdenville, Ok., April 15.—Fully 


1,000 
people stood in a cold drizzling 


rain in this city to hear the lasl 
words of the doomed negro, John 
Black, as he stood upon the gallows. 
The negro "walked from the jail and 
ascended the steps of the 
scaffold 


guarded by two officers. 
He came 


forward and spoke for nine minutes 
in which time he told of the killing 
of J. P. Stephens, two miles south 
of this city, last October. He said 
the shot was fired accidentally, his 
only purpose being to get money. He 
said that God had forgiven him and 
he begged forgiveness of everybody. 
He then said good-bye, and at 1:27 
Sheriff King sprung the (rap that 
broken the negro's neck. 


Attending 
physicians pronounced 


Black dead in eight minutes. 


The rope that broke Black's nee 


was the same that has been used by 
the state for five other executions 
since statehood, the last being that 
of Alt Hunter. 


Declines to Interfere. 


Guthrie, Ok, April 15.—Governor 


Haskell refused to interfere in the 
case of John Black, hanged at Hold- 
enville, today, for the murder of J. 
P. Stevens. Oct. 14 last. By early mail 
the governor received a letter from 
Father 'Paul J. Gillen of Holdenville 
conveying a request of the condemn- 
ed man for cummutation of the deatl: 
sentence to life imprisonment. Fath- 
er Gillen added a statement dictated 
by Black, who said that he pleaded 
not guilty at the trial, later, however, 
confessing to the crime, and saying 
that he would have entered a plea of 
guilty had he not feared mob vio- 
lence. Black said that the verdict 
was rendered in the night time, 
demand of a mob, and that any other 
verdict would most probably have 
resulted In a lynching. The evidence 
presented at the trial, Black insist- 
ed, was only circumstantial. He said 
the murder of Stevens was accident- 
al, as only robbery was intended. 


•Father Gillen asked the governor 


to give his reply as early today as 
possible, so that in event the re- 
quest was refused he would prepare 
the man for death. The governor tel- 
ephoned the father that he saw noth- 
ing in the statement that 
justified 


interference.
